| For the most part the work has consisted of gauging ‘ana exploiting interest 
in the regional library idea. Inquiries have been recedwed from all of the coun 
‘ties, either from organizations or individuals willing te work for the idea (ee 
mercly wondering what the new Library Act was about. Interest has varied in kind — 

and quantity and from place to place. The kind and quantity of interest have ~~ 
been encouraging in five counties and form the basis of our hope for future davai 
opment. . in three counties are now actively engage@ in promoting the idea 

("creating the demand” as one committee chairman described it). Both foreseen 
and unforeseen barriers are yet to be crossed, of which the committees are aware, 

but the work of these committees remains the highlight of ‘the present activity. ss 


In.case the mention of barriers hints undue pessimism, there is the example 
of the prominent and influential worker in one of the counties who is sponsored. 
financially by a farmers’ group and who sells bocks and pamphlets in the rural 
areas from a van provided for him.
